The Mayor of Minneapolis didn't say 


anything very new but he stated some fa- 
miliar opinions in a most direct style lately 
when he remarked that the multiplication 
and fragmentation of local governments 
are making it impossible for large cities 
in this country to solve their problems. 
And he didn't have to limit the statement 
to large cities. 


Mayor Arthur Naftalin was discussing 


this problem with a group of newspaper 
reporters at a seminar sponsored by the 
American Political Science Association. His 
conclusion was that the structure of gov- 
ernment today is inadequate for the solv- 
ing of metropolitan problems. 


At the state level, he said, legislators 


are still dominated by rural lawmakers 
who are unconcerned with city problems. 
In suburbs, he continued, which depend on 
the central city for many of their services, 
residents do not care whether the city has 
good schools, parks or libraries. The flight 
to the suburbs has meant a loss of natural 
leadership to the central cities. 


He painted a gloorny picture of the 


future of city government. He felt the 
prospects of local government consolida- 
tion or of metropolitan government are 
"almost 
nil." 


Very few people who know anything 


at all about municipal government will 
dispute much the Mayor said. 


The dispute starts when we try to fig- 


ure out what to do about it. 


The Wrong Solution 


Demands from Negroes that children 


in all-white or all-Negro schools be shifted 
around so as to end what is virtually segre- 
gation in some city areas has now reached 
Wisconsin. There have been similar de- 
mands combined with picketing and re- 
fusals to attend assigned schools in other 
areas in the north, particularly in New 
York City. 


The problem comes aftout because most 


schools serve particular neighborhoods. 
Restrictions on home sales or rentals and 
the tendency for certain areas of cities to 
become solidly Negro has meant that 
schools in some areas ar£ segregated sim- 
ply because no Negroes OT no whites live 
within the district. 


In part the efforts to transfer children 


so as to mix up the races is aimed at better 
educational opportunities for Negro chil- 
dren. With some justification 
Negroes 


claim that their schools have lower stand- 
ards and poorer teachers than all-white 
schools. In part the effort is merely to end 
virtual 
segregation and to lower 
the 


chances for conflict between the races. 


But while both aims ar£ worthy enough, 


the method proposed is dubious. Children 
should not be pawns to be shifted back 
a>nd forth to ease or solve 3 problem which 
their parents have created or maintained. 
If Negro schools are indeed of poorer 
quality, then it is the responsibility of 
both the school boards and the particular 
neighborhood to improve the atmosphere 
and the teaching. The way to prevent the

Pierre Laval was executed as a traitor 


by the French 18 years ago. But it has 
been difficult to tell, in the atmosphere 
of near hysteria about the man that still 
exists in France, exactly how serious was 
his guilt. There is the possibility that the 
mockery of his trial and his execution 
were efforts by the Frencft people to ex- 
punge themselves of guilt.
